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NATIONAL  COOPEMTIVE  DAIRY  HERD  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM 
PARTICIPATION  REPORT,  JANUARY  1,   1976  U 

The  National  Cooperative  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Program  (NCDHIP)  is  a 
composite  of  the  Official  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  (Official  DHI) ,  Dairy  Herd 
Improvement  Registry  (DHIR) ,  Owner- Samp  1 er ,  Alternate  AM-PM,  Commercial, 
Weigh-a-Day-a-Month  (WAD.AM) ,  and  other  unofficial  diary  recordkeeping  plans. 

On  January  1,  1976,  the  program  included  53,114  herds  with  3,482,643  cows, 
or  31.4  percent  of  the  Nation's  dairy  cow  population.    The  cows  were  in  1,051 
associations  with  2,218  supervisors.     Official  DHI  and  DHIR  included  32,232 
herds  and  2,438,365  cows,  averaging  75.7  cows  per  herd.     DHIR  alone  included 
3,198  herds  and  240,603  cows,  averaging  75.2  cows  per  herd.  Owner-Sampler 
included  17,299  herds  and  726,610  cows,  averaging  42.0  cows  per  herd.  Similar 
figures  for  Alternate  AM-PM  were  2,355  herds,  123,590  cows,  and  52.5  cows  per 
herd.    All  other  unofficial  plans  included  1,228  herds  and  194,078  cows, 
averaging  158.0  cove's  per  herd. 

The  percentage  of  the  Nation's  cows  enrolled  in  Official  DHI  and  DHIR  was 
22.0,  which  is  up  from  21.7  percent  in  1975.     DHIR  alone  enrolled  2.2  percent 
of  the  Nation's  cows.     Owner-Sampler  cows  were  6.6  percent  of  the  Nation's  cows 
in  1975,  and  Alternate  AM-PM  increased  slightly  to  1.1  percent.     Enrollment  in 
other  unofficial  plans  comprised  1.8  percent  of  the  Nation's  cows,  an  increase 
of  0.2  percent  from  1975. 

Table  1  lists  those  States  that  have  State  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Associ- 
ations and  those  that  hold  membership  in  the  National  Dairy  Herd  Improvement 
Association,  Inc.   (NDHIA) .     (See  map  on  page  3.)    The  numbers  of  associations 
and  supervisors  in  the  Program  are  also  listed.    The  count  of  counties  was 
dropped  because  the  association  is  now  the  more  meaningful  organization  to 
consider . 

In  1975  three  State  DHIA's  (Idaho,  Nevada,  and  North  Dakota)  were  formed 
for  a  total  of  47  as  of  January  1,  1976.     Since  January  1,  1975,  four  States 
(Nevada,  North  Dakota,  Rhode  Island,  and  Wyoming)  joined  NDHIA  for  a  total  of 
44  States  and  Puerto  Rico  as  of  January  1,  1976.    The  continuing  formation  of 
State  DHIA's  and  the  rapid  growth  of  NDHIA  are  encouraging. 

Table  2  lists  the  percentages  of  all  milk  cows  included  in  all  record- 
keeping plans.     (See  map  on  page  4.)    The  data  show  four  States  (Hawaii,  South 
Carolina,  Nevada,  and  California)  with  more  than  50  percent  of  their  cows 
tested.     Ten  States  follow  with  between  40  and  49.9  percent  of  their  cows

tested;   16  States,  between  30  and  39.9  percent;  10  States,  between  20  and  29.9 
percent;  9  States,  between  10  and  19.9  percent;  and  1  State  still  has  less 
than  10  percent  o£  its  cows  tested. 

Table  3  summarizes  the  data  for  participating  States  in  each  record- 
keeping plan.     Footnote  4  lists  946  herds  and  37,811  cows  on  unofficial 
recordkeeping  plans  not  under  the  auspices  of  the  NCDHIP .    Two  of  these  plans 
are  vocational  agriculture  and  private  testing. 

Tables  4  through  8  present  details  of  participation  in  the  various 
plans.    Table  4  shows  there  are  10  more  herds  and  6,000  more  cows  on  official 
test  on  January  1,  1976,  than  on  January  1,  1975.    Average  herd  size  increased 
by  0.3  cow. 

Table  5  presents  data  for  the  DHIR  plan.    The  DHIR  plan  increased  in  herds 
and  cows  since  January  1,  1975. 

Table  6  presents  data  for  the  Owner-Sampler  plan.    The  Owner-Sampler  plan 
decreased  in  herds  and  cows  since  January  1,  1975. 

Table  7  presents  data  for  the  Alternate  AM-PM,  Commercial,  and  WADA^l  plans. 
Alternate  AM-PM  testing  increased  by  almost  50  percent  in  cow  numbers  by 
January  1,  1976. 

Table  8  presents  data  for  the  Milk-Only-Record  plan  and  all  other 
unofficial  plans. 

Table  9  presents  a  history  of  Official  DHI  and  DHIR  testing  in  the  United 
States  since  1940.     The  given  number  of  associations  and  supervisors  is  for 
the  total  NCDHIP.     Data  for  1906  through  1939  are  included  in  table  10  of  the 
May  1970  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Letter,  ARS  44-215. 

Table  10  presents  a  history  of  the  Owner-Sampler  plan  from  its  first 
tabulation  for  January  1,  1956. 

Table  11  presents  a  history  of  other  unofficial  plans  since  January  1, 
1957,  just  after  the  beginning  of  WADAM  testing. 

Table  12  lists  counties  or  associations  that  have  40  percent  or  more  of 
their  dairy  cows  included  in  the  NCDHIP. 

Table  13  is  a  list  of  the  Extension  Dairymen  who  advise  on  the  NCDHIP  in 
the  States.
